October number, page 203. Dr. Gertrude Coor-Achen- 
bach’s quotation in column one, beginning with line 
twelve should read: “What was to the left of the last 
mentioned figures, i.e., in the main field in the tier with 
the coupled Saints? Conceivably an Annunciation, with 
Gabriel kneeling at the left of the central column and 
Mary seated at its right, as in Pietro Lorenzetti’s altar- 
piece of 1320. In that case the surmounting pinnacle 
showed probably a representation of the Crucifixion, as 
does a pinnacle by an Ugolino follower, in the Johnson 
Collection. On the basis of related works it is more 
probable that, like Duccio and Simone, Ugolino reserved 
the main pinnacle for a representation of Christ Blessing 
and, consequently, that he depicted the Crucifixion in the 
trapezoidal field above the main figures.” 

NOTE: In a letter of November 1, 1961, Dr. Coor identi- 
fied the pinnacle figure above St. Francis as St. Barthol- 
omew and the figure above St. Mary Magdalen as prob- 
ably St. John the Evangelist. H.S.F.
